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BOBBY THOMPSON, HEAD FOOTBALL COACH 


Fort Hays State Athletic 
Director Phil Wilson knew 
who he wanted as his head 
football coach when the posi- 
tion became open in late 
December of 1978, Wilson 
wanted Bobby Thompson. 

Thompson accepted the 
Fort Hays State job only after 
he completed his obligations 
as the recruiting coordinator 
at Kansas State University, A 
thorough person, Thompson 
wanted nothing standing in 
his way when he started managing the Tiger football 
fortunes. 

Success marks Thompson's career at every place he 
has undertaken responsibility. 

As a college athlete, the diminutive Oklahoman, won 
honors as a junior college All-American quarterback at 
Eastern Oklahoma JUCO. Thompson matriculated to 
Adams State College in Alamosa, CO- where he directed 
the Indians to a Rocky Mountain Athletic Conference 
championship as the number one signal-caller in 1960, 

Upon graduation, Thompson took a position at High- 
land High School in Albuquerque. He coached the "B" 
team for a season before taking on the varsity. Under 
Thompson, Highland High won the 1962 New Mexico 
State High School Championship Highland went un- 
defeated, 12-0, and allowed just 22 points to be scored 
by the opposition. 

The call to return to his native Oklahoma was strong 
and when the Aitus High School head coaching job 
opened, Thompson applied and won the post. In just 
two seasons Thompson turned Aitus High into the Okla- 
homa High School State Champions. Coach of the Year 
honors were bestowed upon the champion-maker in 
1965. 

Oklahoma State University knew of Thompson's 
talent with high school athletes and hired him to direct 
their recruiting program. Handpicking 1 1 of 22 Cowboy 
starters, Thompson found success again Responsibility 
for coaching the defensive ends and linebackers was 
also pari of the Stillwater job. 

The need to fulfill an educational goal then directed 
Thompson to the University of Idaho in 1969. In addition 
to obtaining his Masters degree in Physical Education, 
he directed the Vandals r offensive units. Under Thomp- 
son's tutelage Idaho teams led the nation in passing one 
year and were the number one offensive team in the 
Big Sky Conference for three straight years The Vandals, 
in 1971, posted an 8-3 record, the best ever for an 
Idaho team. 
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With new degree in hand, recruiting again became 
Thompson's forte. This time at West Texas State. For 
two years, 1973-74, Thompson directed the defensive 
units while combing Texas and California for student- 
athletes. 

Next came the opportunity to become the main man 
at Northwestern Oklahoma State. The Rangers were 
guided to a 7-3 mark. The 1975 season, under Thomp- 
son, was the best year in NWQSU football history. The 
Rangers edged the Fort Hays State Tigers, 21-20, that 
year. 

The lure of coaching another high school champion- 
ship team brought Thompson to Ardmore, Oklahoma, 
High School. Once again, Thompson directed his team 
to the Oklahoma State High School title. His Ardmore 
team won 12 games, while only dropping two contests 
on their way to the 1976 state championship. Thompson 
also held down the athletic director's position. 

After Thompson spent a year in private business, 
Kansas State University found themselves in need of a 
recruiting director. During 1978, Thompson recruited 
Wildcats and coached the defensive backfield. 

Phil Wilson saw the coaching talent and the recruiting 
expertise needed by a Tiger head coach and he knew 
that Bobby Thompson was the right man to be the next 
Fort Hays State head football mentor. 

Wilson asked Wildcat head coach Jim Dickey for per- 
mission to talk to Thompson about the head coaching 
job at Fort Hays State. Dickey reluctantly gave Wilson 
the O.K., knowing that he was about to lose a plum from 
his coaching staff. 

Shortly thereafter, Wilson got what he wanted . . . 
Bobby Thompson became the 1 5th head coach of the 
Fort Hays State Tiger football team. 

Thompson plans to do at Fort Hays State as he has 
done at every place he has been . . and that is to be 

successful. And that is what all Fort Hays State football 
fans want.

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THE TIGER OUTLOOK IN 1979

Something old, something new. 

Something borrowed, something 
blue. That old phrase may best 
describe the 1979 Fort Hays State 
gridiron edition. 

The old portion of the '79 Tigers 
are the 35 returning lettermen who 
led the Tigers to a 6-5-1 record in 
1978, including a third place finish 
in the Central States Intercollegiate Conference with a 
4-2-1 mark. 

The new is reflected in Coach Bobby Thompson, who 
moves west after directing the efforts of the defensive 
backfield at Kansas State University last fall. Thompson 
replaced last year's Tiger mentor Bill G ties in late January. 

Also new will be the recruits Thompson brings in, 
which will include highly touted quarterback Hoskin 
Hogan and running back Freddie Hurd. 

As for the borrowed, Thompson plans to bring back 
the "Pro-set'' for the Tiger offense with the emphasis 
being on the pass. The native Oklahoman has been heard 
to say, "We will live or die by the forward pass. It is 
the fastest way to the end zone that I know/' 

And as for the blue, the graduation of halfback Tom 
Doll and five other starters from last year's squad will 
present Thompson and Co. with some key holes to fill. 

Doll capped a brilliant four-year career at FHSU last 
season and now holds virtually all of the Tiger rushing 
records Replacing the school's all-time leading rusher 
will be a task sure to make the Tiger coaching staff a 
little blue. 

But despite the loss of Doll and the rest of last year's 
senior corp, Thompson need only glance at the long list 
of returning lettermen that includes 1 6 starters and he 
will know the future holds promise, 

With Thompson's plans to pass in 79 and the return- 
ing offensive cast along with Hogan and Hurd should 
make the Tigers an exciting lot to watch. 

Hogan, highly rated among NCAA I -A A passers last 
year, has proven that he can throw the football. He 
transfers to Fort Hays State from Boise State University, 
And there is more than adequate help in sophomores 
Rick Mondt and Mike Moore who were sensational as 
freshmen. 

Toss in a veteran offensive line that includes tackles 
Dennis Johnson and Bob Beider, guard David Metzler, 
and centers Andy Mattison and Craig Stephenson along 
with big and bruising fullback Wes Alstatt, experienced 
receivers in Terry Georgeson and Sam Farmer and the 
breakaway threat of Hurd and it's easy to see how the 
Tigers could score points in large amounts. 
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Defensively, the Tigers return their top seven players 
on the front line including all five linemen in Thompson's 
5-2 scheme. 

Ends Ron German and Junior Hartig are candidates 
for post-season honors and noseguard Bill Turner is 
definitely All-American material. Strength at the tackles 
will be provided by Justin Marchel, Rick Peters and Jeff 
Jennings, Tackle-noseguard Bill Sand will add depth to 
the front line. Linebackers Danny Bloedorn and Mike 
Carney, who missed all last season with a neck injury, 
return. Sophomore lettermen Greg Black and Steve 
Ayers will be used frequently. Kelly Cruise, a part-time 
starter as a linebacker last year will be moved to an 
offensive guard slot to utilize his quickness. 

Thompson s major defensive concern will be in the 
backfield — an area the fiery Oklahoman knows some- 
thing about. The graduation of comerbacks Gary DuBois 
and Terry Pasby wifi hurt, but comerbacks Jimmy 
Wittman and Alan Shull return along with part-time 
starter Gary Sechrist, Thompson's second job at Kansas 
State - recruiting coordinator - should also help in this 
area. 

The kicking game should be in good hands with 
Dennis Dehm handling the place kicking after being 
hampered most of 1978 with a severely bruised thigh. 
Joe Bloss will add depth at this critical position. Punting 
is a question mark, depending on whether last year's 
punter Bill Giles IV decides to concentrate solely on 
basketball. 

The 1979 Tiger squad has the experience and the 
talent to be one of the best in Fort Hays State University 
history. Additions in a couple of key areas could put the 
Tigers in position again to battle Kearney State, Missouri 
Southern, and Pittsburg State for the CSIC title as they 
did last year. 

The always rugged CSIC along with non -conference 
games against Illinois State and Eastern New Mexico 
will give Tiger fans what promises to be an interesting 
year. 

No doubt, the 'something new' Coach Thompson and 
the Tigers are looking for is the CSIC crown in 1979.

A $100 to $499 donation enables contributors to be classified as 
Century Dub members. Besides the above-mentioned features, mem- 
bers receive a leatherette plaque with name, reserved parking space at 
athletic events, name listed on Athletic Board and a card decat. 

All-American Club status is achieved with a contribution of $500 to 
$999. Club members, in addition to the features of the Century Club, 
are entitled to varsity brochures, coaches letters and after-game parties.

Flying Tiger members have top priority 
on purchase of football and basketball season tickets. VIP parking, 
receive a special plaque and attend a special dinner.
